Finally a plan of action was agreed 
apon, and when the ship’s officers reap- 
peared they were apparently in a good 
humor. They told the constables that 
they were welcome as the representa- 
tives of tho law and requested them to 
anjoy the freedom of the vessel. 

The constables were overwhelmed 
fith tobacco and cigars and an occa- 
sional dram until their suspicions yan- 
ished. 

Jhen the captain and his crew dis- 
played still more hospitality, and the 
bottle was freely passed around. 

At midnight six negro constables were 
in « drunken slumber, the effect of their 
dragged liquor, and the captain and his 
men were wide awake and perfectly 
sober. ; 

The blacks were carefully deposited in 
a boat and set adrift in the harbor, and 
then the British sloop quietly weighed 
anchor and left the port at an hour 
when Justice Campbell was dreaming of 
his new and wonderful writ of no exeat 
republicum. 

The coustables were picked up next 
day and sent to jail for neglect of duty, 
but the vessel was then beyoud reach. 

The British captain went straight to 
Savannah, where ho laid is case before 
his consul and demanded an apology and 
an indemnity from the United States 
government. 

The consul found it difficult to keep 
his face straight when ho heard the 
htory. 

‘It isan outrage,’ he said to the cap- 
tain, “but it isa peculiar one and of a 
ludicrous naturo. If Iwere you, Iwould 
not hold a friendly government respon- 
nible for the conduct of a few ignorant 
persons, who have not been free long 
enough to know their own rights and 
respect the rights of others. 

It required a good deal of talk to ap- 
pease the Englishman, but after he had 
been wined and dined by tho merchants 
and had told his story a ecore of times, 
amid roars of laughter, he began to re- 
gard tho affair asa good joke and agreed 


to let it drop. 

Aud thus ended what threatened to 
be a serious international complication.

They were indeed for 
that time,’’ said an old actor to a Sun re- 
porter, ‘The salaries gencrally ranged 
from $40 to $60 for the best of the actors 
of that perlod, but these figures were larger 
for that time than the high salaries of to- 
day are. The oost of ving was yery much 
cheaper, The year's engagements were 
longer. Atthe most a month's holiday 
was given to the actors, and sometimos 
they were not idlc for more than two 
weeks. Now the longest period of work 
thatan actor can get under any circum- 
stances isa season of 84 weeks, During 
t 18 ho is compelled to live on 

save in the season. ‘The sal- 
aries paid do not afford much surplus for 
that. Tho average actor's salary today is 
not so much as $40 a week. It is, in fact, 
considerably under that sum. In the past 
actors would live with thoir families in 
the town {n which they were acting. Now 
they must pay the oxpenses of their fami- 
lies as well as their own when trayeling. 
Years ago I got $60 a week in Chicago and 
‘was able to save money, besides support- 
ing my wife and child, but if I had been 
compellod to travel os wellas pay tho ad- 
yanced prices of living of today I never 
could have done so. 

“The actor's pay has not advanced in 
Proportion to the compensation paid to 
ather employees. In many cases it has de- 
clined. The sums paid to leading men, 
fiy, 16 years ogo wore larger than any 
paid today. Charles Thorne received be- 
tween $175 and $200 during his greatest 
yopularity at the old Union Square thea- 
tor, and Montague got $200 at Wallack's. 
Now, one of tho bost known leading actors 
got last season $125, another receives $76, 
and a third gota $100, net they aro in ex- 
niotly the places occupied by the men who 
in the past recelyed salaries nearly twice 
us large. The samo change has taken 
place all the way down the line, and, 
while the salaries paid to young inen muy 
not actually ho smaller in nmount, they 
ere in result, for prices are everywhero 
much higher. I know from my own ox- 
Porlence that two-fifths of the actors on 


the stage today are dependent for their 
support during tho summer on relatives or 


friends. This ia not the result of improyi-

MOSSO’S PLETHYSMOGRAPH. 


A Wonderfal Invention Which Records 
Brain Movements. 

Professor Angelo Mosso of the Uniyer- 
sity of Turin has inyented a machine, called 
a ‘‘balance,’’ which, worked in conjunc- 
tion with his plethysmograph, makes it 
possible for him to make many wonderful 
exporiments upon tho working of tho hu- 
man brain. Both are based upon tho sim- 
ple principle that ‘‘the more mental effort 
the more blood needed in the brain.’’ 
Emotions, thoughts and ideas need differ- 
ent quantities of blood, and whatever is 
required the brain draws from the body. 

‘The plothysmograph is along glass tube 

into which the arm is inserted nearly to 
theelbow. The tube is then filled with 
water and sealed at the bottom, Commu- 
nicating with this fube is another tube, 
the second very slender and standing up- 
right. It is open to the air, and the water 
in the large tube overflows a little into the 
smaller, Under the influence of some 
thought or emotion, the blood flows to the 
brain, and the vessels in the wrist and 
hand contract and the water in the small 
tube }"sses back into the larger, the 
amount varying according to the strength 
of theemotion. ‘The opposite is the case 
when 4 person sleeps. 
_ The balanco is un instrument of wood 
and metal large enough to hold a man 
comfortably stretched out with head slight- 
ly raised. It rests upon a fulcrum, and is 
steadied by a heavy counterpoise of metal, 
firmly held by lateral bars. An arrange- 
ment of weights keeps tho normal center 
of gravity in the middle of tho ‘‘balanco,’’ 
and the whole is held in exact equilib- 
rium. It oscillates with the breathing, 
but balances so that the couch is held hori- 
zontal. ‘he slightest yariation in brain 
effort causes the ‘‘couch’’ to incline one 
Way or the other. In any intellectual ac- 
tivity tho legs become lighter and the head 
heavior. In sleop it inclines toward the 
feot, but the slightest stimulation of the 
brain causes an inclination toward the 
head.—Exchange.

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STATE OF FRANKLIN. 


INTERESTING CHAPTER IN THE 
EARLY HISTORY OF THE COUNTRY. 


When What Is Now Tennessoe Was a Part 
of North Carolina, the District of Wash 
ington and an Independont State—An 
Act of the Legislature. 


The state of Franklin onco formed in 
area, if notin population, an important 
part of the Union. It had ita excoutiyo, 
legislative and judicial departments, ex 
ercised governmental functions, maintain 
od 4 Yospectablo militia, flourishod apnee, 
ond then, after a yaried exporience, com 
plotoly disappeared from tho ‘‘sisterhood 
of atatos."’ From historians tho stato o} 
Franklin has receiyod scant attention, and 
to the majority of the prosent generation 
tts identity with the state of Tonnessce 
teoms almost as mythical as that of Plato's 
Atlantis with the Aimorican continent. 

A fow thousand mountaineers, in a ro 
mote wilderness, dofuscd with the princi 
ples which inspired the Revolution, had 
banded together and formed a state gov 
ernment of thelrown. With John Sevier, 
an ideal frontiorsman, us the hero, with 
local solf government as the animating 
motive, with a yoricty of plots and coun 
terplots to lend picturesqueness of incident, 
with phasos of comedy interspersed now 
and then with opisodes truly tragic, the 
drama was acted out amid the mountain 
regions of Tennessee. 

When the Amorican Reyolution broke 
out, what is now the state of Tennessee 
was an unorganized, sparsely settlod ter 
ritory. In 1776 ita inhabitants, under the 
leadership of Captain Seyler, potitioned 
the North Carolina legislature to be an 
nexed to that state in order to contribute 
their share toward national independence, 
As the expenses of the war bore heavily 
on the Old North State, her legislature 
was only too glad to diyide the burden. 
Tho petition was granted, and what it 
now Tennessee formed part of North Car 
olina until the close of the Reyolution. A 
it had now become a source of expenst 
rather than help, the North Carolina leg: 
islaturo in June, 1784, without consulting 
those most affected, ceded to tho federal 
government the whole annexed territory 
under the name of the District of Wash- 
ington, provided the government should 
within two years signify its assent. 

Tho settlers, naturally objecting to such 
8 wholesalo disposition of themsolyes, rose 
up in wrath. The manner and conditions 
of the cession were repugnant, and the 
people felt that they had not only been 
trifled with, but subjected to two years of 
anarchy and disorder. Calling a conyen- 
tion in August, 1784, thoy formed the 
stato of Franklin. The North Carolina 
legislature, realizing its error, hastened tc

WOODEN RIMS. 


They Are America’s Most Valuable Con: 
tribution to the Bicycle. 

A bicycle without no wood rim in this 

country isa rarity, yet only a few years 


undo its mistake and reannexed the 
“Washington district.’’ Tho inhabitants of 
Franklin rojocted offers for reconciliation, 
and Captain Seyler, though at first in- 
clined to adyise a return of allegiance te 
North Carolina, yielded to an oyorwhelm- 
ing public sentiment and accepted the goy- 
ernorship of the new state. He was in- 
augurated at Watauga on March 1, 1785. 
Some sort of order was now established, 
at least fora time. A court was created, 
the militia thoroughly reorganized and 
peace effected with Indians. 

But peace did not long preyail. Com- 
plications arose which kept the young 
state of Franklin in a constant turmoil. 
Congress still asserted jurisdiction. <A re- 
action, stimulated by disappointed office 
seekers, ensued among those who had been 
most clamorous for the new state. Jeal- 
ousy of Seyier’s success animated his ri- 
vals, who henceforth sought to make his 
life a burden. The population was divided 
into the Franklin and the North Carolina 
factions. Elections were held and appoint- 
ments made under the laws of both states. 
Two sets of officers claimed authority, each 
nullifying the acts of the other. Ono fac- 
tion would steal the public records from 
the other, only to be treated in like man- 
ner in turn. Tho courts were in a choatic 
condition. Wills could not be proved, ti- 
tles perfected or justice gdministered. No 
taxes were paid. Marriages performed by 
officials of one faction were not recognized 
by the other. 

Still the determined young state fought 
for its life. It exeroilsed eyon federal power 
and authorized the coinage of specie, 
though its chief medium of exchange con- 
tinued to be the skins of wild animals. 
Finally emissaries were sent to the North 
Carolina legislature to make overtures of 
peace. The address of Franklin's repre- 
sentative was a model of eloquence, fervid 
with the rhetoric of the cra. But it fell 
upon unheeding cars. No recognition 
would be made of the rebellious state. 

‘The last session of the Franklin logisla- 
ture was held in Septomber, 1787. That 
thero was then no intention of surrender- 
ing is evident from one of the acts of tho 
legislature, which has been preserved and 
is interesting as an example of primitive 
financiering. The law is as follows: 

“Be it onacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Franklin, and it is hereby 
enacted by tho authority of the same, that 
from the Ist day of January, 1788, the sal- 
aries of the officers of this commonwealth 
be us follows, to wit: 

“His oxcellency the governor, per an- 
num, 1,000 deerskins. 

“His honor the chief justice, 600 deer- 
skins. 

“The secretary to his excellency the goy- 
ernor, 500 raccoon skins. 

‘"Proasurer of the state, 
skins, 

“Each county clerk, 800 beaver skins. 

“Clerk house of commons, 200 raccoon 
skins, “ 

‘‘Membera of tho assembly, por diem, 8 
raccoon skins. 

‘Justice's fee for a warrant, 1 muskrat 
skin. 

“Constable for serving o warrant, 1 
mink skin. 

“‘Ienucted into a law the 18th day of Oo- 
tobi 1787, under the great seal of the 
Btate."' 

Meantime Governor Caswell of North 
Carolina issued his proclamation declaring 
the government of Franklin illegal, stig- 
matizing its officers and adherents os reb- 
ols, and domanding surrender and ao- 
knowledgment of the authority of North 
Carolina, The Franklinites refused, and 
it was only when forced by u superior 
number of troops that they ylolded. ‘Tho 
state onded its short lived careor with a 
sort of judicial farce, Sevier, of course, 
waa arrested and proseouted. During the 
proceedings. an ardent Franklinito rushed 
Into the presence of the court and dramat- 
loally referred to the popular idol then on 
trial. In the uproar that followed Scylor 
walked out of the courtroom and was not 
ngain molested. Years afterward he was 
slectod firat goyornor of ‘Tonnesseo, 

‘Tho state of Franklin was oblitorated, 
\ta torritory forming part of North Caro- 
lina once more, untll 1700, whon, undor 
the name of the Dintrict of Washington, it 
was coded to the federal government, Juno

The new scale fixes the rate for 
machine mining at three-fifths that for 
pick mining, or, in Ohio, 86cts. a ton. 
These advances, which represent the 
general ratio demanded, are claimed to 
be necessary to enable the miners to ob- 
tain the bare necessaries of life.

CORONATION SERVICES, 
Tonure of Land on Condition of Personal 
Duty to tho Sovereign. 

Florenco Hayward describes Queen 
Victoria's coronation roll in Tho Cen- 
tury. The writer says: 

After telling how tho privy council 
was formed into a commission ‘‘to hear 
tho petitions of the lords, great meu, 
nobles, knights and other with regard 
to services, duties, attendances, offices, 
fees and rights connected with the cere- 
mony of coronation,’’ the roll states 
what these petitions wero, or at least 
such of thom ns were granted. 

One was that the Duke of Norfolk, 
who claimed ‘‘tho right to find for tho 
queen on her day of coronation a glove 
for her majesty’s right hand and to sup- 
port the queen's right arm on the samo 
day as long as her majesty shall hold 
in her hand the royal scepter, tho peti- 
tioner holding tho manor of Worksop 
by the aforesaid servicos.'’ In other 
words, if the Duke of Norfolk had 
failed to proyide the glove or tosupport 
her majesty’s arm at that particular 
time his ownership of Worksop manor 
would hayo been invalidated and tho 
property have reverted to tho crown. 

Another petition was thatof Barbara, 
Baroness Grey de Ruthyn, who, as the 
head of her family, claimed the right to 
carry the great spura beforo her majesty 
on the day of her coronation and asked 
that George, Lord Byron, be appointed 
her deputy for the performance of that 
duty. 

Yet another was that of Francis, 
twelfth earl of Huntingdon. The earl- 
dom of Huntingdon had remained sus- 
pended for many years owing to the 
tenth earl dying without issue. When, 
however, this twelfth in the line of suc- 
cession succeeded in establishing, as a 
descendant of the second earl, his right 
to the peerage, he also claimed the right 
to carry one of the four swords of state 
in the coronation procession, this, as 
well as other duties and services con- 
nected with the ceremony, being the 
condition of his tenure of lands. Small 
wonder, then, that in announcing the 
omission of the procession it was im- 
portant to set forth also that the non- 
performance of duties connected with it 
should entail no forfeitures. 


THE USEFUL GIRAFFE. 


Employed to Get Down Balls That Had 
Lodged In the Roof Gutter,

: This much of the story might be accept- 

_ ed good naturedly, even if the facts were

by Mr. Barnum's agent, J. H. Wilton, in 
January, 1850, with the singer herself; 
that this was a year and four months be- 
fore Mr. Geldschmidt, who joined her 

company here in May, 1851, after Mr. Ju- 
 lius Benedict, tho original pianist, had re- 
_ turned to England, eyer saw America, and 
_ that te telegraphio messago so peremp- 

_ torily ordered and promptly sent was dis- 
_ patched eight years before there was an 
Atlantic cable! 
But the marvels are just beginning. A 
new bridge was building in the harbor.

Ho had proyided the 
money to build the bridge, hired the ‘‘in- 
yited’’ public to stand on it at $10 per 
head, placed those who could swim farthest 
from the shore, the others nearer, and tho 
wnoment the ship landed the picrs were 
pulled away and thestructuro, with all up- 
on it, precipitated into the water. A few 
hours later telegrams flashed in all direc- 
tions: ‘Horrible catastrophe!

Horses are essentially creatures 
habit; 
but ox 
irritable, and prone to resist strenuous- 
ly anything that frightens them, If, for 
example, you put aropo halter on an 
unbroken colt and tio him to a post, the 
more the rope ents into his tender skin 
the greater will be his struggles, while 
ho will soon yield to a halter that in- 
flicts no pain, 

Through nervous fright horses somo- 
times become panio stricken and abso- 
lutely uncontrollable, They suffer also 
occasionally from what, for want of a 
better name, may ke called ‘nervous 
paralysis,’’ when they seem to be phys- 
ically incapable of motion, This con- 
dition is almost invariably the result of 
brutal treatment, and the only reason- 
ablo explanation of it is that the first 
emotion aroused in the horso by punish- 
ment is fear; that when he finds that 
he cannot escape anger and a spirit of 
resistunce are mingled with his fright, 
and that these combined emotions pro- 
duca this morbid state. 

Tho horse is quick to take advantage 
of the ignorance or the fear of those 
who control him. As compared with 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com- 
prehension, but he differs from the dog

BEFORE MORSE’S MESSAGE, 


The Virst Working Telegraph Lino Was 
at Princeton College, 

Tho “campus wire,’ as tho students 
called it, was the thing which oxoited tha 
most wonderful speculation when Henry 
was at Princeton, Dr. Edward Shtppen 
of Philadelphia, of the class of ’45, states 
that it ran along from Philosophical hall, 
by tho front of North college, among the 
outer branchos of some of the fino trees, 
and then round tho western end to Profoss- 
or Henry’s house, which was west of 
North colloge and south of the old library 
ond Recitation hall, his wire was the 
first in which the current was completad 
through the earth, It went into the well 
at the professor’s house, the other end be- 
ing in the earth at Philosophical hall. . 

Professor Henry often used the ‘‘campus 
wire’’ in the presenco of tho students, al- 
though he was not given to superfluous 
experiments. He had an arbitrary code. 
If he wanted his luncheon sent oyer, he 
worked his armature a few times accord- 
ing to the code. Mrs. Henry reeeiyed the 
message. ‘Tho students waited, and pres- 
ently Sam would appear bringing the pre- 
cise articles ordered on a tray coyered 
with a napkin. 

This simplo exhibition of what is now 
an cyeryday transaction was then a source 
of wonder. This occurred again and again 
before Morse telegraphed between Balti- 
more and Washington, which was in the 
month of May, 1844.—James W. Alexan- 
der in Juno Scribner's. 


Senator Hoar’s Inapt @uotation, 


Senator Hoar is regarded by younger 
senators as the ablest man in the senate, 
and some go so far as to add the foremost 
statosman now in pubjic life.

Protits from the Porcupine, 

Porcupine quills are a necessary of life 
to anglers, for they make excellent floata 
for bottom fishing. Also scores of pen- 
holders aro made from the black and white 
spikes, and many kinds of ornamental 
screens and fans are pieced and knitted of 
these quills, 

Something like 2,000,000 porcupine 
quills reach Britain every year, and they 
chiefly come from India, also a few from 
Spain. Lhe animal has to be hunted and 
killed before the quills can bo obtained, 
ond many hundreds of porcupines are 
slain for this purpose eyery year, Whe 
quills are carefully e¢xtracted and dried, 
packed in crates and shipped away to 
Hurope, where they are used for all man- 
ner of things in the way of tackle and or- 
namentation, A porcupine is always 
worth killing, for every ‘‘spiko pig’’ car- 
rics 10 shillings’ worth of quills on his 
fretful back.—London Answers.

in this also—that ho seldom becomes 
“*too old to learn new tricks,’’ and his 
memory is so retentive that he never 
forgets what ho has once thoroughly 
learned. 

It may also be set down asa rule, 
with but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do just right. If he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stubbornness or vice, This seems to be 
generally unknown or at least disre- 
garded, for of all animals the horse is 
the least understood, the most harshly 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is too 
often brutally punished. If men who 
train horses would control their tem- 
pers and endeayor to ascertain the cause 
of the animal’s misbehavior, they would 
find that there is often a good excuse for 
his actions. 

The eye is the best index to the ani- 
mal’s feelings. Tho ears are very ex- 
pressive, but they do not reveal so 
plainly tho emotions that are dominat- 
ing him as the eye does, Therefore 
study the eye with its varying expres- 
sions, and when you can read its mean- 
ing you hold the key to one of the chief 
secrets of successful horse training. 

The horse should*be conyinced that 
resistance is useless, but do not be im- 
patient or harsh. Remember that suc- 
cess is the reward of unwearied pa- 
tience. If you fail at first, keep trying 
until you succeed. Do not be discour- 
aged if you do not seem to make much 
progress. Your task may take weeks or 
eyen months, but if you persevere you 
will triumph. 

While it is true that with some horses 
the whip must be occasionally used, it 
should be the very last resort, and re- 
member always that one, or at most 
two, cuts and a few sternly spoken 
words are more efficacious than an 
hour’s punishment. There is no more 
vicious or false idea than that a horse is 
benefited by a ‘‘sound thrashing.’’ On 
the contrary, it is tho very worst thing 
you can do, because the horse’s recollec- 
tion of the pain and the fright occa- 
sioned by it is more vivid and enduring 
than his remembrance of why it was 
administered, and at your next lesson 
he is neryous and afraid and at tho least 
note of anger in your yoice (for horses 
judge the mood of the trainer by his 
manner and his tone of yoice) he may 
become almost uncontrollable in his ef- 
forts to escape the expected flagellation. 

It is a safe rule for any one haying a 
hasty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. The temptation to use it may be 
too great, And it is also wise not to at- 
tempt to teach him when you are ina 
bad humor, for if ho does not do just 
right you will probably vent some of it 
on him, 

When whipping is used only’ as a last 
resort, the necessity for it seldom arises. 
As the horse makes progress in his edu- 
cation ho understands better what is re- 
quired of him and transgresses less fre- 
quently, and nearly always a sound rat- 
ing when he knows that he is misbo- 
having is sufficient. Smetimes when 
this is disregarded a slap with the open 
hand will cause instant obedience, 

There are two forms of punishment, 
or rather brutality, that are inexcusa- 
ble under any circumstances—theso are 
striking a horse over the head, no mat- 
ter how light the blow, and kicking 
him—and aside from their inhumanity 
thero is great danger of permanently in- 
juring him. Whenever during a lesson 
a colt or young horse becomes heated 
and angry, cease at once, and if you 
have been impatient and abused him 
keep away from him and do not ap- 
proach him until he has forgotten the 
occurrence, 

Be soothing and gentle in your man- 
ner and your tone of yoice. Win his 
confidence, and you willunever regret it, 
for then in the hour of danger your 
voice and the touch of your hand reas- 
sure him, and he will face imminent 
peril if only you are near. 

In conclusion never forget that the 
triumph of the trainer's art is in will- 
ing and cheerful obedience from a de- 
sire to please, and because long custom

But the opening of the 
Suez canal has changed things, and, as 
if by jealous interposition of geograph- 
ic fate, drawn tho issue back to the old 
fighting ground in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean, If shoisto hold India and Aus- 
tralia, England must control the Suez 
canal und its approaches.

This new enemy to fruit growing has 
made its appearance in Canada, and the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture,ever 
alive to the interests of farmers and hor- 
ticulturists, has issued a pamphlet giv- 
ing a full deseription of this new pest 
and how best to combat it, The pamph- 
let is in the shape of a bulletin by Prof.

ONE OF LINCOLN’S STORIES, 


Fate of the Man Who Tried to Advertise 
Gunpowder at Prayer Meeting. 

The following anecdote by Lincoln is re- 
counted by General Horace Porter in hia 
“Campaigning With Grant’ In The Cen 
tury. It was told during Lincoln's visit to 
the front at City Point 

In the course of the conyersation that 
evening he spoke of the improvement in 
arms and ammunition, and of the new 
powder prepared for the 15 inch guns. He 
said ho had never seen the latter article, 
but he understood it differed yery much 
from any other powder that bral ever been 
need, I told him that I happened to have 
fu my tent a specimen which had been 
sont to headquarters as @ curlosity and 
that I would bring it to him When I re- 
turned with a grain of the powder about 
the size of » walnut, he took it, turned it 
over in his band, and, after examining it 
carefully, enid: ‘Well, it’s rather larger 
than the powder we used to buy in my 
shooting days. It reminds me of what oc- 
curred once in a country meeting house in 
Sangamon county, You see, there were 
very few newspapers then, and the country 
storckecpers had to resort to some other 
means of advortising their wares. If, for 
instance, the preacher happencd to be late 
in coming to a prayer meeting of an even- 
ing, the shopkeepers would often put in 
tho time while the people were waiting by 
notifying them of any new arrival of an 
attractive Ino of goods. 

“One oyening © man rose up and said: 
‘Brethren, let me tako occasion to say, 
while we're a-waitin, that I have jest re- 
ceived a new iny'ice of sportin powder. 
‘The grains are so small you kin sca’cely 
seo ‘orm with the naked eyo, and polished 
up 60 fine you kin stand up and comb yer 
ha'r ga front of one of them grains jest 
like it was a lookin glass.

any one of you, brethren, ef you was in 
your futuro state, could put a bar'lof that 
powder on your shoulder and march squar’ 
through the sulphurious flames surroundin 
you without the least danger of an explo- 
sion.’ "’ 


DRUNK FROM LOSS OF SLEEP. 
Queer Results of a § ntific Test Upon 
Subjects Kept Awake Ninety Hours, 

Experiment to test the effect of contin- 
ued sleeplessness is the latest exploit of 
science. 

Professor H. C. Warren of Princeton 
university ina paper describes the find- 
Ings of Professor Patrick and Dr. Gilbert 
of the University of Iowa on the effects of 
the loss of sleep. Those who haye missed 
their normal rest for several nights in suc- 
cession feel a lassitude and o sort of de- 
pressing interest in life. They behave 
queerly and seem to lose an equitable 
judgment of things. Events seom out of 
proportion and often ordinary occurrences 
appear to go zigzag. ‘This is the sleepless 
‘*jag,'’ and its hallucinations are as mark- 
ed as those of a man carrying an overload 
of liquor. 

Three normal subjects composed of in- 
structors, and hence men not easily sus- 
ceptible to influences, were tested by Pro- 
fessor Patrick and Dr, Gilbert. They were 
kept awake for a poriod of 90 hours with- 
out resort to stimulants or other physiolog- 
{cal means. During the four days and 
threo nights of the test they were engaged, 
as far as possible, in their usual occupa- 
tions, ‘Their meals were of the customary 
kind and were served at the usual hours. 

After the second night the first subject 
suffered curious fantasies. He complain- 
ed that the floor was covered with a greasy 
looking, molecular layer of rapidly moy- 
ing particles. They worried him almost 
to desperation. Often this layer seemed to 
him a foot aboye the floor and parallel 
with it, and it caused him tremendous 


trouble, as he stumbled about and tried to 


step on it. He staggered and tumbled, but 
he couldn’t get a sure footstep. He would 
try to walk on space, thinking the floor 
was a foot above where it was, and when 
his efforts met disaster he secmed sorely 
distressed. 

Later the air was full of these dancing 
particles, which developed into swarms of 
little bodies like gnats, but colored red, 
purplo or black, They gyrated, it seemed 
to the subject, in great glee, and he fre- 
quently climbed upon o chair to brush 
them from about the gas jet. ‘his amused 
him greatly, Especially was he entertained 
by the various colors in which ho saw the 
\ittle troopers as they drove about him in 
countless hordes.—New York Journal. 


Uncut Copics For Reviewers.

This is partly shown in the prodigious 
value of house property, including public 


buildings, which averages $810 per inhab- 
{tant in tho state of New York against 
$420 for the whole Union. ‘The six anid- 
die states taken collectively give an ayer- 
age of §660 of house property per inhabit- 
ant, which is double the ratio found in 
Great Britain, and hence it may bo af- 
firmed that tho people of these states are, 
on the whole, the best housed community 
in the world. 

The ayerago wealth per inhabitant has 
almost quadrupled in 40 years, a maryel- 
ous proof of the progress of theso states 
and unparalleled in Hurope, for McCulloch 
lays it down that only prosperous nations 
can double their wealth in that interval. 
The accumulation in the middle states per 
inhabitant has been $10.20 per annum 
higher than in New England and exactly 
double the ayerage accumulation yearly in 
Great Brituin inthe interval of 1860-95, 
Agricultural wealth forms only 15 per 
cent of the total in the middlo states, 
whereas it ja 26 percent in tho whole of 
the Union.—Michael G. Mulhall, F. 8. S., 
in North American Rovyiew. 


Bread Crumbs, 

Many recipes call for cracker dust in 
which to roll the food that is to be fried 
in deep lard. If these directions are fol- 
lowed, tho result will never be sutisfac- 
tory. Cracker crumbs souk in the fat and 
should only be used for any dish to be sot 
in the oven—as escalloped oysters or potua- 
toes uu gratin. For deep lurd cooking 
‘wly bread crumbs should bo employed. If 
oysters are first rolled in the fine bread 
crumbs, then in egg beaten up with ono 
tablespoonful of water, a seasoning of 
salt, cayenne pepper and a dush of Worcos

Cook with a cover on 
the dish. Stew pitted cherries in 
syrup of sugar and water till they are 
done, adding a 
of cinnamon, and a - little lemon 
Juice. Drain the cherries from the 
syrup; boil it rapidly until it is thick; 
pile the rice in a pyramid in a ‘dee 
dish, dot the surface with the cherries 
and pour the syrup round it. This is 
nice for dessert. 

Spiced Cherries—Make a rich syrup 
of one quart of vinegar, five pounds of 
Sugar, two ounces of whole cinnamon, 
one ounce of whole cloves and the thin- 
ly pared yellow rind of two lemons. 
Boil ten minutes. 
of ripe, perfect cherries, selecting the 
most translucent. Do not remove the 
stems.

A BASKET OF EGGS. 

Eggs Poached In Milk.— Carefully 
drop fresh eggs into scalding hot milk, 
without breaking the yolks. When it 
boils, remove eggs and place each op 
a small square of Loast, and dust with 
salt and epper. Strain milk to re- 
move particles of white of egg, pour 
it over the toast and serve fresh and 
hot. 

Egg Scallops—To cold mashed pota- 
toes add an equal amount of finely 
minced meat or chicken; a tablespoon- 
ful of softened butter and one of rich 
cream. Line well buttered gem pans 
(with this mixture, and set in the oven 
until heated through and nicely brown- 
ed. Remove, break an egg into each, 
salt and pepper them, and return to 
the oven until whites are set. 

Egg Puffs,—Make a rich puff paste, 
roll thin and bake in tart pans. While 
still hot, break an egg in each, season 
with salt, pepper, and butter, and bake 
until the white is set. Lf the shells 
are baked before needed for use they 
muy be heated up in the oven, before 
eggs are added, and be as nice as though 
freshly baked. 

Scrambled Eggs With Tomatoes. — 
Mince a small onion and cook for ten 
minutes in as little water as is possible. 
Add a pint of canned tomatoes, salt, 
pepper and a little butter, and cook 
ten minutes longer. Stir in six lightly 
beaten eggs, cook one minute,  stir- 
ring constantly, and serve at once on 
toast. ; 

Egg Sandwiches.—Boil eggs for three 
fourths of an hour, When cold, rub the 
yolk toa paste, chiop the whites very 
fine, add one-half as much minced cu- 
cumber pickle and mix all together with 
a mayonnaise dressing. Spread between 
thin, egg-shaped slices of bread; or the 
minced ypckis may be omitted and crisp 
lettuce leaves laid between the slices, | 
after they have been thickly spread! 
with the prepared eggs. 


DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

Asparagus With Cream.— Tie the 
asparagus in bundles, Wash it and 
cook in boiling salted water for fifteen | 
minutes. ‘ake up and cut off the ten-| 
der heads. Put them in a saucepan 
with a cup of cream to a quart pf 
asparagus. Simmer ten minutes. Stir 
a big tablespoontul of butter with a 
teaspoonful of flour, and when well 
blended stir into the asparagus. Add 
salt and pepper to taste and cook five 
minutes. 

Asparagus Sauce.— Cut the tender 
part of the asparagus into pieces of an 
equal size, avoiding that which is hard. | 
Boil in salted water till tender; drain, 
and turn out on a napkin to absorb 
the moisture. Put a generous lump 
of butter into a frying-pan— about 
three ounces of butter to a pint of 
cooked usparagus—when it is hot 
turn in the asparagus; seuson wilh salt 
and pepper, and if you have Ree 
chop a little very fine and add half 
a teaspoonful, Stir until the aspara-

This arrangement 
made the paper more than self support 
ing from its birth. At the time of the 
celebration three years ago @ compu- 
tation showed that there were ut that 
time no fewer than seventy-nine news- 
papers in Great Britain which edie 
ed the century line. One of the o dest 
in London was the Post, established in 
1772, more than twenty years before 
the Advertiser, which boasts of being 
the oldest daily paper in that city. ‘Phe 
Times first made its appearance io 17 
the Standard in 1827, the News in 1846, 
and the Telegraph in 1855 . 

Though England has a larger num~- 
ber of hundred-year-old papers thao 
any other Puropean country, it bas 
fewer very old papers than the Republio 
of France.

COLDEST SPOTS ON EARTH. 


Places Where the Temperature Never 
Rises Above the Freexing Point, 

‘The effects of extreme cold on the human 
body aro curiously diversified, While o 
solid body at very low temperature may 
cause & Kevyere wound, the same tempera 
turo oan be endured in a dry atmosphere. 
Similarly if would be impossible to live in 
wator treated to 100 degrees centigrade, but 
oir at that temperature would bo support 
ablo, 

Tho lowest temperatures of habitable 
localities haye recently been ascertained. 
At Fort Rae the cold reaches 88 dogrees be 
low zero, F,; at Irkutsk, 49 dogroes below; 
at Werchojansk, Siberia, 67 degrees and 
sonictimes 11% dogrees below, 

Payer, who led the Austrian expedition 
to the north pole in 1874, has left some re- 
markablo observations about the cold, He 
found it impossible to smoke, for his pipe 
became covered with ice. Kyery motallie 
object caused n severe burn at the slightest 
contact, he dryness of the air proyoked 
aon abundant and inconyenient perspira- 
tion. But in order to quench the thirst 


which raged in him he could not touch the 
snow, Which was too much frozen. He 
might as well have poured molten lead in 
his mouth, The mon as they marched were 
enyoeloped in thick clouds, provoked by the 
heavy perspiration which escaped through 
thoir furs. It then froze in small crystals 
and foll to the ground with a rattling noise. 
Ico did not form on the beard, because the 
vapor of the breath formed immediately 
into snow. Sound could be heard for enor- 
mous distances. Meat was split like wood, 
and mercury could haye been used for rifle 
bullets, Intense cold, he noted, paralyzed 
the intellectual facultica, movement and 
speech. Smell and taste weakened sensi- 
bly. 

The reason why intense cold caused by 
radiation in the air can be endured, but 
not the contact of a solid object at the same 
tomperature, is that air, like most gases, 
is a bad conductor of heat. When a limb 
comes in contact with very cold alr, it only 
loses heat little by little. Nature has time 
to roact against the cold, which has no bad 
effect unless after a prolonged exposure, 
But when this limb comes in contact with 
a metal, which is usually a good conductor, 
the latter immediately takes from tho flesh 
a great quantity of heat and tends to bring 
it to its own temperature.—New York 
Journal,

Department Stores. 


Retail merchants in Toronto are pre- 
paring for an active campaign against 
department stores. They say the de- 
partment stores are crushing out, by 
unfair competition, the specialist mer- 
chantsthroughout the city, and subject- 
ing them and property owners to great 
loss and distress, and are concentrating 
the retail trade and commerce of the 
city into the control of a very few per- 
sons, preventing the general circulation 
of the currency, and causing the central 
business district of the city to become 
yearly more and more congested, real 


estate values in this district being en- 
ormously enhanced, while values and 
rentals of other properties in other sec- 
tions of the city are being destroyed. 
The closing of many smaller stores de- 
prives persons of employment and has a 
tendency to reduce the wages of those 
employed in department stores. ‘The 
retailers intend to ask the City Council 
to seek legislation in the next session of 
the legislature to tax, license and regu- 
late deparbment stores, together with 
such general provisions as may be deem- 
ed necessary to remove, as faras possible, 
the evils complained of. The plan now 
proposed is what is known as the turn- 
over tax, that is a tax of whatever 
amount may be decided upon on the 
actual turnover of business, no matter 
how many or how few lincs of business

HOW RACHEL WIPED: OUT FAILURE 
WITH GLORIOUS SUCCESS, 


The Groat Actress In the Part of Roxane, 
Influence of & Kind and Loyal Mana . 
a Friendly but Just Critio and a Proud 
and Passionate Father, 


At the carly ago of 17 Rachel's fame bad 
spread liko wildfire throughout Paris. 
Jules Janin, tho well known thoutrioul 
eritio of tho time, whose word made or 
marred, was unstinted in his praise of hor 
moarvolous gonlus, Crowds flocked to the 
Comedie Francaise to witnoss, onc after tho 
other, the playa of Racine and Corneille, 
In allof which Rachel scored fnmonso suc. 
ooas, Finally the management announced 
*Bajazot,'"’ a tragedy by Racing, for the 
next performanos, On tho eventful night 
the people literally fought at tho doors for 
admittanoo, But, to the great astonish- 
mont of all, act suceceded act, and the ao- 
tross failod to muke tho slightest fmpres- 
sion upon her audience, The play camo to 
ap end in the midst of ominous silence. 

Rachel's failure was unaccountable, a 
complete surprise to her manager and 
equally « surpriso to herself. 

‘There was but one thing to be done—to 
prevent if possible the publication of the 
failure. 

M. Vedel, the manager of the Theatre 

Francais, hastened at once to Jules Janin 
and besought him not to lay the entire 
blame upon Rachel, as ho was responsible 
for haying cast hor in a role which was 
perhaps tuo diffoult for so young an uo- 
gress. Whilo thoy woro still discussing the 
matter Rachel was announced. She seemed 
to be greatly agitated, but, without say- 
ing a word, simply stood before Janin with 
her head bowed, as a erjminal before his 
judge. ‘ho groat critio received her kind- 
ly; but, though ho tried to reassure hor 
somewhat, ho adinitted that in spite of his 
interest in her it would be impossible for 
him to render a favorable account of the 
evyening’s performance, Poor Rachel wept 
like a child, but to no effect. 

After they had departed Vedel suddenly 
turned to Rachel and said: ‘Lomorrow I 
announce ‘Bajazct’ for the next perform- 
ance. We will show them yet what you 
ean do.”’ Rachel eagerly assented and re- 
turned home. 

M. Vedel had scarcely reached the thea- 
ter, howeyor, when M. Felix, Rachel's fa- 
ther, was announced. Ho had learned 
from his daughter of the intended repro- 
duction of ‘Bajazet’’ and boldly declared 
that the performance should not take place. 

“T tell you, she shall not play that role 
again.” 

*“*And I tell you, six, that the socond rep- 
resentation of ‘Bajazet’ shall boannounced 
for tho day after tomorrow, and I warn 
you that if on the day of the performance 
Mile. Rachel is not in her drossing room 
at 6 o'clock in tho evening I will havo the 
money refunded to the public, who shall 
be duly Informed that your daughter's re- 
fusal to fulfill her contract is the causo of 
this scandalous proceeding; that the esti- 
mated receipts of this performance shall bo 
deducted from hor salary and that she shan 
not again set foot on the French stage un- 
tilshe has consented to play ‘Bajazct’ a 
second tiine.”’ 

You can do as you please, but sho shall 
not act.’’ Andso saying M. Felix took his 
departure. 

Vedel immediately wrote to Rachel and 
entreated her not to listen to her father and 
tisk her entire future success upon a mcre 
question of pride. At 1 o’clook in the 
morning he received the following note, 
written in pencil on alittlescrap of paper: 

How can I disobey you? When we love peo- 
ple, we do cyerything to please them. Your 
devoted RACHEL. 

Jules Janin's criticism of Rachel was 
cruel in the extreme. ‘How could one ex- 
pect,’ he said, “that frail, delicuto child, 
with her labored breathing, to represent 
the powerful lioness Roxane in Racine’s 
tragedy of ‘Bajazet?’ Mlle, Rachel no 

#ooner appeared than the audience realized 
she would proye impotent in the role, It 
was not the expected Roxano that they be- 
pee but a poor young girl lost in a serag- 
0. 

In spite of this adverse criticism, tho re- 
hearsals for the second porformance of 
“Bajazet’’ continued. The important 
night arrived. Vedel anxiously visited 
Rachel in her dressing room, where he 
found her already dressed and looking su- 
perb in her rich oriental draperies.

. “Yes, He treated mo nicely. He has 
made me furious, Iam all the more sure 
of success tonight.’’ 

‘The result-of the second performance of 
“Bajazet’’ was o yeritablo triumph for 
Rachel. She could not haye had a more 
perfect revenge. Her preceding perform- 
ances, in which she had gained renown ap 
the great tragedienne of the day, all paled 
before this last, which surpassed cvory- 
thing that she had yetdone. Again and 
again she was called before the curtain. 
The storm of applause that greeted her 
bordered on delirium. Bouquets fell about 
her ina perfect ayalunche. Such a scene 
had neyer before been witnessed in the 
Theatre Francais. 

Vedel, wild with delight, hastened to 
Rachel after the play was over. Ho found 
her dressing room, which had been empty 
after the first performance, now crowded 
with people. It was with difficulty that 
the great actress was ublo to reach him, 
When she came near him, sho threw her 
arms about his neck and whispered in bis 
ear: “Thunk you. I know all tho time 
that you were right!'’—San Vrancisco 
Chronicle.

The Dutoh are notél for their odd and 
quaint customs and for thelr perseverance, 
Holland boing sometimes called the ‘land 
of pluck,’? but I doubt §€ anywhore in all 
thoir possessions have these curloug people 
shown thelr quoor and cocontrio habits to 
groator advantage than in the ttle out ol 
tho way island of Sabn. 

Tho island ig sinall, its ost dinmoter

THE BRITISH SPEAKER. 


He Receives No Salary and Mas to Work 
Pretty Uard, 

The speaker of the houso of commons 
reocvives no salary at all, but ho has to 
‘work hard for all that. He begins his du- 
ties at 6 Intho afternoon and usually con- 
tinues until 8 the next morning, for tho 
house is fond of sitting until somewhero 
near sunrise. 

ho speaker must have tho present and 
tho old rules of the house at his fingers’ 
ends, for everything in England is done by 
precedent. He has to presorvye order and 
must decide every parliamontary question 
raised, no matter what its nature. He an- 
nounces divisions, pronounces punishment 
upon refractory members, and, worst of 
all, ho must listen toall specehes, whether 
good or bad. 

Ho always presides, save when the houso 
is in committeo, and then the deputy 
speaker or the chairman of the ways and 
means committee occupies the chair. On 
such occasion the mace rests beneath tho 
table. When the speaker is in the chair, it 
is in full view upon the table. 

A ‘‘division’’ is about the most interest- 
ing thing that ever happens to relieve tho 
monotony of the house routine. ‘he speak- 
er will put the question in this form: 

“The question is, that this bill do now 
pass its second reading. he yeas hayeit.”’ 

“The nays haye it,’’ cries an opposition 
member, and the division is ordered by 
the speaker, who announces: ‘Division. 
Strangers pleaso withdraw.”’ 

The galleries are cleared. A little two 
minute sand glass is turned down by tho 
clerk; an electric bell is rung threo times 
while tho sand is running out; attendants 
and policemon run through the yarious 
parts of the house crying, ‘Division!’ and 
the members come into the chamber, The 
speaker again announces a division and 
names two tellers to represent cach side.

Effects of Alkalis on Soil, 


The means used by farmers to reduce 
tho inert matter of tho soil to a condition 
of plant food are many, though farmers 
may not always be aware of the chemical 
action occurring in the soil. When ma- 
nure is applied or green crops plowed un- 
der, the formentation of tho substances in- 
duces changes of the mineral matter of 
the soil, and farmers haye long ago no- 
ticed that lime causes an improvement of 
the soil, the effects of which were apparent 
for several seasons. ho food valuo of 
line is a sinall matter comparcd with its 
physical effect on the soil, os it fayors tho 
growth of the nitric fermont and also 
breaka down existing combinations. When 
soll is sour, it 1s neutralized by alkalis— 
potash, lime, soda, etc, —and the combina- 
tion of lime with other clements existing 
in the soil Mberates potash and places it 
within the reach of plants. The alkalis 
hasten the decay of yegetuble matter, and 
this decomposition also causes chemical 
action by which the breaking down proc- 
esses are continued, but Mme may be use- 
less on soils that abound in potash and 
phosphates, which are ready for the uso of 
plants. —Philadelphia Record,

Vhe hood ends in two spreading wing 
that give it the look of o fish's tall, Like 
{he other trumpet leafs, dariingtonta bas 
Its pitchers brightly colored, ro un to catch 
tho eyes of flying inscets and Jure thei to 
their destruction, Around the mouth of 
the pitcher, along the fish tail and often 
down the wing on one side thore is a Jit- 
tle of tho sweetish, sticky substance that 
offers o bait to the visitor, tempting him 
to como always a little farther in search 

of moro. 

The upper sido of the fish tail and the 
inside of the pitehers are covered with 
stiff hairs that point downward, Mnster 
Insect finds it casy work to crawl down 
into the pitcher, but if ho gets frightened 
by the darkness at the bottom and tries to 
return as he came he finds these halre 
very much in his way. So at length, 
wornout by lis vain efforts to climb up, 
he usually falls into the well beneath him, 

But even if he ja strong enough to get 
past the hairs he is not likely to find his 
way to tho opening, for that is quite dark, 
while the hood covering the pitcher is 
lighted up by thin yellow dots scuttercd 
over it, much like the ofl paper that people 
sovered their windows with in the old 
days before glass was common. The poor 
prisoner beats around inside tho hood, like 
a wasp on a window pane, until ho fz tired 
out and drops to the bottom, ‘he Cali- 
fornia insect catcher sets its trap for bi 
game.

‘Theso 
portinantean words and short cat phrases 
show that if children could only bo in- 
duced to kcep up the yerbal habits prevalent 
from 2 to 5 our language might be indefl- 
nitely enriched. Unfortunately after 6 or 
6 the language of children is apt to become 
pedantically conyentional and correct.— 
London Spectator.

ter, making the responses for hi:a and 
tendering his hand, es well as the ring, at 
the presoribed points of the ceremony. Ho 
thon accompanies her to his master's do- 
minions, acting as her chief escort. Ac- 
cording to the ideas of the church, a cere- 
mony of this kind is sufficiently binding 
upon tho bride and upon the royal bride 
groom to render any further ceremony, 
ecclesiastical or clyil, superfluous, and 
when any additional religious function 
takes place it usually assumes the form of 
a “To Deum’ and a solemn benediction, 
attended by both husband and wifo im- 
mediately on the arrival of the latter In 
the capital of hor adopted country.—Sro 
Francisco Argonaut.

While wer aaaition of a proportion 

of oxygea maxes sugar from certain 
substances, thie addition of a little more 
oxywen will turn this sugar into vine- 
gar, writes J. 3. H. Gregory, in an ex- 
change Hieein is the whole science 
of cider-smascnk, while the art in the 
business ir te pffeot this change in the 
most economical way in time and ma- 
terial.

BERRY , PROTECTION. 

All berry bushes should be pretect- 
ed from summer heat and drouth. This 
may be done in two ways: First, by 
frequent cultivation and hoeing, thus 
forming ao earth mulch, which pre- 
ents the rapid escape of moisture from 
she soil. Second, by covering the 
ground around the hill with coarse man- 
are, straw and other material, which 
prevente rapid evaporation and retains 
the moisture about the roots, 

One of the best and cheapest mulches 
for the farmer is green clover, cut in 
Slossom and applied same as manure. 
tt is easily applied, retains rooisture, 
snriches the soil, keeps the berries 

lean and contains no germ of noxious} 
weeds. A good mulch well applied is 
one of the wreat necessities in success- 

ul fruit growing. 

When new caes of the blackberry 
and black raspberry are eighteen in- 
ches high, nip the top off about two 
inches; this will cause several new 
laterals to grew, whioh should be trim- 
med severely im the spring. 

The pinching back of the new grow- 
th is important. itt largely increases 
the beariug surface, keaps the bush low, 
strong, well formed and less liable to 
injury from severe storms.

ENGLISH DEATH RATE LOWERED. 


Remarkable Preservation of Life During 
Victoria's Reign. 

The Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of Lon- 
don held a meeting in the Guild hall 
the other day to prepare an address 
to the Queen on the subject of the im- 
provement in the state of public health 
which has been brought about during 
her reign. The facts and figures 
brought forward were interesting, and 
almost startling. In 1864, when Macau- 
lay investigated the mortality of Lon- 
don, the death rate was 26 per 1000, In 
1865, not a sickly year, 1 in every 28 
in London died, a death rate of be- 
tween 43 und 44 per 1000. At the pre- 
sent moment the London death rate 
is 14.9 per 1000. So that in spite of ‘the 
enormous increase of the population 
and the difficulties which such am in- 
crease aJwuys places in the way of san- 
itary administration, the mortality of 
London is less thaa one-third what it 
was a third of a century ago. 

Equally striking are the facts with 
regard to the mortality of the whole 
of England and Wales during the last 
sixty years. During the ten years trom 
1838 fo 1847 the mean annual death 
rate for England and Wales was 22.16 
per 1000, while for the ten years from 
1881 to 1890 it was 19.1 per 1000. ‘Nhis | 
implies, on an estimated population of | 
29,000,000, that 7,000,000 persons were | 
kept alive in each year of the latter | 
period who would have died in each year 
of the former, E

_ The danger of the inoculation of cer- 
tain constitutional diseases, wihioh was 


once urged with some reason against ~ 
vaccination, is now done away with 
by the almost universal custom of tak- 
ing the virus from a healthy calf in- 
stead of from the arm of a vaccinated 
child. * 

Sometimes a wide extent of surface 
or the arm surrounding the point of 
vaccination becomes hot, red, swollen, 
itching, or perhaps even painful. his 
inflammation beyond thie discomfort it 
causes, is seldom serious and requires 
only the wpplication of some smooth — 
baby powder, or of cold lotion, round 
but not over, the vaccination sore. In 
some cases the inflammation persists 
and spreads in spite of these simple 
measures, and then, especially if the 
whole arm becomes inyolved, or the 
glands under the arm becomes swollen 
and tender, a physician Should be con- 
sulted without delay. ye. 

Better than treatment however, is 
the prevention of the causes of this 
inflammation. Sometimes it is due to 
friction by the clothing or to scratoh- 
ing by the child which the skin 
over the little blisters, or tears off the 
scab and irritates the raw places to 
produced. To prevent this a vaccina- 
tion shicld may worn, or better yet, 
the part may be covered by a wide, 
thick layer of cotton fastened to the 
arm by adhesive plaster. 

Other causes of a sore arm after vac- 
cination are dirt, catching cold, indi- 
!gestion from improper diet, and con- 
|stitutional weakness. With some chil-

The re- 
sult of all this was to set the old style 
houses to one side and leave them high and 
dry on tho shores of universal progress. 
They were sold, they were deserted. The 
fashionable people left them to moye nearer 
to the lako or farther into the suburbs, 
and fora time they stood with none so 
poor to do them reverence. 

And then the owners of these old stone 
forts, these antiquated ‘‘sandstone shacks,’’ 
began to bestir themselves for the purpose 
of realizing a little interest on their money. 
The first moyo toward this natural desire 
Was to rent theso carayansaries to diverse 
and sundry boarding house keepers. _ ‘This 
resulted in large numbers of signs, such us 
‘Rooms to Let,’’ ‘‘Board by tho Day and 
Week,’’ ‘Boarders Wanted’’ and similar 
decorations to appear on the walls of the 
old time houses, But after a time the 
boarding house business began to languish. 
Enuyopean hotels and cheap restaurants in- 
sidiously sprang up, flourished and 
wrought havoc in the ranks of the devoted 
boarding house mistresses, And as the old 
houses were left by tho boarders and their 
landladies the problem of utilizing the 
stone hulks was again before their respec- 
tive owners. 

Now began tho final step in tho degra- 
dation of the ancient and honorable man- 
sions of yore, ‘hey were turned into 
stores and anything that could be rented, 
and now along Wabash ayenue and State 
streot the change has brought with it 
strango and grotesque happonings. At 
ono stately old house a dog hospital is in 
full blast, and signs depicting dogs in dif- 
ferent stages of distress are plastered on 
the wall. In the next square a yeterinary 
surgeon holds forth in a yenerable pile 
where years ago one of tho most noted 
citizens of Chicago lived. 

A fashionable tailoring establishment 
holds full sway in another old stone front, 
and in this houso a bay window has been 
built to give amore modern appearance to 10) 
the edifice. Here, where once costly our- 
tains adorned the windows on the socond 
floor, gaudy prints of the latest styles in 
dresses flaunt themselves, and fashion 
plates bloom where rare exotics stood. 

Quite a number of the old houses haye 
had their one time respectability shocked 
by having additions attached to them and 
a saloon and buffet located there. At these 
places it is fair to presume the sons of 
Belial do congregate, and that, instead of 
the high toned guyety that distinguished 
the old mansion in days and nights gone 
by thero aro riotous demonstration and oo- 
casional calls for the olty chariot which 
halos offonders stationward. 

The stone steps, once the pride of the 
old time housewlyes, are so shattered and 
broken away that they seem like the steps 
leading to some penal institution, They 
do not appear to have been washed for 
osnturies, so soiled and begrimed is thoir 
look. Somo of those ‘told timers’’ haye 
been surrounded and cooped in by modern 
buildings, and seem to crouch moodily in 
the shadows, dreaming of times long ago 
when thoir- windows wero brilliant with 
lifo and light, thelr rooms hung with 
splondid paintings, a retinue of servants 
in the balls and chambers, guests coming 
and going, the sound of childish yolces, 
musio and banqueting, wine, woman and

Tho Location of the Wound Makes Thom 
Take Different Attitudes, 

“T had the good fortune or the bad, just 
as you chooso to view it, to visit a battle- 
field in Cuba the day after a fight, and L 
observed some curious things about the 
effects of death wounds on men which I 
have neyor seen mentioned in the books,”’ 
said J. S. McSorley of Now Orleans. 

“Tt was in Pinar del Rio proyince, and 
the insurgents had put to flight a large 
body of Weyler's troops after a short but 
sanguinary conflict- Seventeen boyish 
looking soldiers were scattered.oyer tho 
blood sonked ground. None of them had 
been macheted. Tho bullets of tho patriots 
had laid them low, Some of them were 
shot almost to pieces, though a fow had 
only ono or two wounds, 

‘*Thoso who were shot through tho heart 
bad doubled up like jackkniyes, those who 
died from intestinal wounds were stretched 
out ina natural position on their backs 
and the poor fellows who received bullets 
in their foreheads were lying on their backs 
with the right arm extended aboye the 
head and the left arm resting naturally by 
the side asin sleep, There woro flye who 
had died from this wound, and every one 
of them was in the same position. The 
uniformity of their positions was so marked 
that I called the attention of a surgeon to 
it who had accompanied me to tho fleld. 
He said that he had obseryed the peculiar- 
ity frequently before on other flelds, but 
was unablo to account for it. I haye asked 
old soldiers in this country if they had 
ever noticed similar positions assumed by 
comrades killed in battle by a shot in the 
forehead, and tho invariable answer was 
that they had. It would seem that if tho 
shock of the bullet would send the right 
arm aboye the head, asI haye described, 
the left arm would also be extended in the 
same jyay, but in all such cases tho left 
arm is stretched at full length by tho side, 
with the fingers of that hand open and the 
fingers of the right hand closed, us if clutch- 
ing desperately at something.’’—St. Louis 
Republic.

OSTRICH PLUCKING. 


The Process Is Not Crucl and Is Unat- 
tended by Violence. 

My attention has been called to a leaflet 
entitled ‘‘Birds,’’ in which it is stated 
that “recently facts haye como to light 
which proye that tho plucking of ostrich 
plumes causes great suffering to the birds, 
which havo to be bound during the opera- 
tion to proyent their defense of them- 
selycs.’’ 

A long residence in tho ostrich farming 


‘districts in South Africa gives mo author- 


ity to say that so faras I hayo obseryed 
no suffering whatever is caused by ostrich 
plucking. It is to tho farmer's interest to 
allow the feathers to grow the legitimate 
time, and the plucking thereafter is casy. 
When the quill is ripe in its sheath (about 
eyery seven months), it must bo drawn, 
or if allowed to grow an appreciable time 
ifwill trail and be trodden under foot and 
will thus be rendered worthless, 

The process of plucking is simple and 
unattended by yiolence. 

A sack is lightly thrown oyer tho head 
of tho bird, which is kept in camp for the 
time being, and while the farmer holds 
the sack in place the assistants draw the 
feathers. The sack is used because the 
bird is restless and excitable and would 
certainly stampede or show fight if it saw 
a number of people in its vicinity. But it 
cn be safely said that no cruelty is neces- 
sary, the feathers often dropping at the 
mere touch, and none is practiced. Of 
course one cannot guard against a cruel 
man, and as sheep shearing may be mads 
intolerable, ostrich plucking may also be 
dono viciously. 

Tho ostrich farmer, however, is humane, 
and if he were not it would be unprofitable 
to pluck before the feathors haye ripened. 
I haye heard stories of the cruelty attend- 
ing the plucking of ostriches in Cairo— 
how the feathers aro cut from the body ho- 
fore tho quill and sheath have hardened, 
I know nothing of this, but from a busi- 
ness point of yiew at least I can hardly 
oredit it, Let mo affirm that in South 
Africa, the’ largest plume market in the 
world, no eruelty in ostrich plucking is 
exercisod.—Boston ‘Transoript. 


Blase Ticket Chopper.

About a yoar ago one of my neighbors 
entertained a baker guest from whom 
sho gathered numerous valuable hints 
One day he offered to bake a cake for} one cup of granulated sugar, one-fourth 


her. 6he very readily consented anc 
@ducoted the ingredients upon the kit 
shen wble, placing a cup beside then 
for measuring. The baker smiled anc 
said: “I shall not need that if Mr. M 
will allow me the use of his scal 
cordagly, the ingredients were 
into the adjoining store, 
Weighed in turn. 


My neighbor laughed and said: “Well, 
if that isn’ti the ‘man’ of it. He steals 
our trade and then pretends to improve 


upon it, taking twice the time and 
trouble that wei do.” 

“I understand all that,"’ replied the 
baker good naturedly; “but you must 
admit that we are always sure of the re- 
sult, while the result of your method 
can only be determined when it is eaten. 
By weighing the component parts ofa 
cake there can be no variation in the 
product from one time to another, pro- 
viding of course, the flour is of good 
quality. 

“You women,” he pursued, “measure 
witS a tea oup that is smaller at the 
bottam than at the top, and when you 
desire to measure half a cupful it is 
purely a matter’ of speculation. And, 
as if that were not enough risk to run, 
nine women out of ten use the first 
cup that comes to hand, be it large or 
mnall, and then wonder why this cake 
is not like the last when both were 
made from the same recipe.” 

‘Nhe conversation was repeated to me, 
and the longing for a kitchen scale was 
considerably strengthened, One who has 
not a similar priviloge can hardly rea- 
lize the comfort it is to know the ex- 
act amount of salt necessary to suit 
the taste of a certain customer, and 
beable tomake itthe sameeyery time.
